regular meeting place on May 19» 1930, At 10140 A. U., with Mayor Tom Miller presid-

ing* Roll call showed the following members preeenti Councilman o* F. Alford,

Simon aillls* Mayor Tom Miller, and Oounollman Oswald a.

0. M. Bartholomew.
The Minutes of the regular meeting of May 18, 1936, .were read, and upon motion

of Oounollman Alford, were adopted, ae read, by the following vote: Ayes, Oounollmen

Alford, (Hills, Mayor Miller, and Oounollman Wolf; nays, none; Councilman Bartholomew

absent.

Oounollman Alford offered the following resolution!

WHEREAS, Texas Public Service Company has presented to the Olty Oounoll tenta-

tive maps or plans showing the proposed construction of Its gas mains In the streets

In the Olty of Austin hereafter named, and eald maps or plane have been considered
by the Olty Council; therefore

BE ZT ABSOLVED B* THE OZTT COUNCIL OF THE OIK OF AUSTIN!

THAT Texae Public Service Company be, and the same le hereby, permitted to lay
and construct Its gas mains In and upon the following streets!

(1) A gas main In DEXTER STREET from Garner Avenue easterly 20* feet,
the oenterllne of which gae main shall be 7t feet south of and paral-
lel to the north line of said Dexter Street*
Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not lees than
8fr feet.
(8) A gas main In PENNSYLVANIA AVENUE from Ohloon Street easterly 110
feet| the oenterllne of which gas main shall be 1ft feet south of and
parallel to the north line of said Pennsylvania Avenue.
Said gae main described above shall have a covering of not less than
2* feet.

The Texas Public Service Company la hereby put upon notice that the Olty of

Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above Is clear from other under-

ground utilities, but Is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the
minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater depths

may not be required at special points* When the Texae Public Service Company requires

definite Information upon the ground as to elevations or working points from which
to base the location of their assignments, they shall apply to the City Engineering
Department not less than three (3) days before such information is required. The

Texas Public Service Company is further put upon notice that thsy will be required
to bear the expenss of repairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged

during the construction of lines named In this resolution.
AND THAT whenever pavement is out in ths vicinity of a firs plug, watsr must

be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches*

THAT the work and laying of aald gaa mains, including the excavation in the

streets and the restoration and maintenance of eald streets after aald mains have

been laid, shall bo under the supervision and direction of the City Manager and

under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain franchise granted to

said Company by the City of Austin*

Dear sirs
We, the undersigned, have considered the application of R. a. Mueller for per-

mission to oonatruot, maintain and operate a drive-In gaeollne filling station, and
to oonatruot commercial driveways in oonjunotlon therewith, upon property located at
the southwest corner of the Intersection of West Sixth street and Rio Orande Street,
whloh property le known as Lots § and 6, Block 49, of the Original Olty of Austin,
Travis County, Texas, and we hereby advise that the following conditions exlett

The property upon whloh thla filling station Is to be located le designated at
"0-2" Commercial Use District upon the aonlng maps of the Olty of Austin*

We recommend that At Q. Mueller be granted permission to oonstruot, maintain
and operate said drive-In gasoline filling station and to oonstruot curbs, ramps and
sidewalks in oonjunotlon therewith, subject to the following conditions!

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the property line,
correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or equipment is Installed.
Lines and grades to be obtained from the Olty Engineering Department for entrances
and driveways, building lines to be approved by the Olty Building Inspector. That the
applicant shall confer with the Olty Engineering Department as to the future grades of
the sidewalks and gutters on the adjacent streets before he starts any construction
relative to the filling station*

(2) That all construction of the filling station Improvements shall be in accord
with the building ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Pilling Station Ordinance, and
in accord with the ordinance prohibiting the dleposal of oowerolal water or oils
upon the olty streets*

(3) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste oils or water or
any floor washings shall ever pass over the olty sidewalk area and that all of said
oils and water shall be concentrated into a combined grease and sand trap whloh shall
be oonetruoted in accordance with our standard plan 2-H-Uio and shall be conducted
by a pipe connection from said sand trap to the nearest storm sewer at the expense of
the applicant. Before commencement of any oonstruot ion. the applicant shall apply
to the Olty Engineer for an estimate of the cost of that portion of the storm sewer
which will have to be built within any olty street or alley and shall deposit In
escrow a sum equal to eald estimate with the Olty finance Director*

That all filling station improvements, pumps, driveways, ramps, gutters,
sidewalks, and curbs shall be constructed of oonorete at the expenae of the applicant
as set forth upon the plan hereto attached, whloh plan bears the Olty Engineer's
file number 2-H-597*

(5) Expansion Joints shall be oonatruoted as shown upon the plan hereto attached
marked 2-H-597, and shall be of the pro-moulded type.

(6) That before use of said station, the owner shall apply to the Building In-
spector for final Inspection when ho considers that he has compiled with all the re-
quirements of the Olty.

WHEREAS, the Olty Council of the Olty of Austin, pursuant to the terms of

Section }0 of the Zoning Ordinance of the Olty of Austin, has referred to the Board of
Adjustment for Ite consideration the petition of Dr. H, 6. Oranborry for a change in
the Vee designation of No* Iglfi-W Frederlokeburg Road from "A" Residence District
to "0-2" Commercial District; and

WHEREAS, the Board considered this proposed change at meetings on May 10 and
May 17; and

WHEREAS, on May 1?, 193*i D*« Cranberry filed with the Board a notice of with-
drawal of the application for a change to "C-2" Commercial District and applied for
a change to a "0* Commercial District; and

WHEREAS, the Beard carefully studied the question of the change of the Use des-
ignation of this property and found that present toning maps now show a commercial
tone extending from the former Olty limits alone both sides of Frederlokeburg Road to
within MO feet of Dr. Oranberry's property, and that should the property of Dr*!aranberry
be re-class If led it .would leave a 140-foot strip of residential property between two
commercial tones; and

WHEREAS, there Is now located an old store building on the property of Dr.Cfrranberry
which has been used for commercial purposes for considerable time; therefore

BE XT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT;

THAT It la recommended to the Olty Council that the preeent commercial cone along
Frederlokeburg Road be extended to Include both the property of Dr. Oranberry and the
Intervening 140-foot strip belonging to 0* W. Fair, and that this extension be made
on both eldca of Frederloksburg Road to a depth of 1§0 feet*
